STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 1 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed method steps of "continuously determining instantaneous 
coordinates of the missile in flight after the launch" (lines 7-8); "generating pulsed 
laser radiation ..." as set forth on lines 9-1 3 of claim 1 ; and "sending the pulsed 
laser radiation to the instantaneous coordinates of the missile in flight" (lines 14- 
15), taken together and taken in the overall context of independent claim 1 . 

Dependent claims 2-3 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
independent claim 1 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 4 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed "coordinate sensor "transceiver "on-board 
calculator"; and "laser radiation generator ..." as all set forth on lines 7-19 of 
claim 4, taken together and taken in the overall context of independent claim 4.
